She 
was put to bed and later in the morn- 
ing told her mother that a negro had 
bound: and gagged her and i had 
robbed her of §3.50, all the money 
she carried.. From her story it ap- 
peared that she had lain in the door- 
way nearly three hours before Mah- 
ler found her. 

She repeated her story at noon Thurs- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“I got off a Laclede car at Theresa 
avenue at 10 o’clock last night,’’ she 
said, “and as I got to the sidewalk a 
negro stepped up to me and took hold 
of my, hand. -He was 6 feet tall, very 
dark, witha small mustache, and was 
well dressed. 

“Where are you going?’ he asked 
before I had recovered from my first 
surprise. 

‘Home,’ -I. said: 

_ Was Not Frightened. 

“Where's that?’ he asked. 

# ‘None of your business,’ I said, and 
jerked away from him. 

“IT did not see that it would do any 
z00d to make ‘an outcry, and I was 
not afraid that any harm would come 
to me. So I did. not walk fa&ter: than 
I ordinarily would. -I did not look 
back at the negro but thought he had 


Swhen I etitered the outer doorway 
at the house, the negro jumped up and 
seized me before I could grasp the 
knob of the inner door. He threw his 
hand over my mouth, then pulled my 
stock around so as to.make a gag and 
tied @t behind my neck. I saw him look 
at the stickpin I had been wearing, and 
then throw it away. 

‘“T could not scream, though I tried 
to, and very quiekly he jerked off a 
shoe and a stocking and tied my hands 
with a stocking, then the other shoe 
and‘ tied my feet. He reached into my 
waist, took out an envelope with $3.50 
in it? and left me there.” 

The $3.50 in the envelope, she said, was 
a half week’s pay from a Washington 
avenue establishment where she had 


tbeen temporarily employed. 


The police were notified by Mrs. Smith 
of the girl's story.

WITH ULTIMATUM 


says He'll Run. Own Office 
When Secretary Presents 
Delegate Lahiv. 


OBJECTION TO- TRAVILLA 


sixth Ward Leader, Quoted by 
Secretary as Author of 
Threats, Denies Story. 





An ultimatum was issued to Mayor 
Kreismann Thursday -morning by John 
J. Lahiv, Republican, “newly — elected 
member of the House of Delegates from 
the Sixth Ward, according to the 
Mayor's secretary, Mr... Burkham, 
who says Lahiv served notice that no 
Democratic appointees of the Mayor 
would be approved, particularly that of 
James C. Travilla as. Street Commis- 
sioner. This is Burkham’s account. of 
the matter given to reporters: 

Mayor Kreismann said to Lahiv: “I 
suppose. the gentlemen of the Municipal 
Assembly know their business. I know 
mine... I know my duty and I intend to 
do it. I can't undertake to please the 
enfire Municipal Assembly.”’ 

Then the Mayor left Lahiv standing in 
the anteroom, where the ultimatum had 
been issued and the reply made, and 
returned to his office. 

Lahiv first talked with tl.e Mayor’s 
secrétary, Robert Burkham. He said 
he had been. sent by members of the 
City Council and House of Delegates to 
notify the Mayor that n® Democratic 
appointees would be confirmed. 

Attack on Travilla. 

“This applies particula to James C. 
said Lahiv, according to Burkham. 

When this message had been conveyed 
to Secretary Burkham, Mayor Kreis- 
mann came out of his office and Burk- 
ham, drawing his chief aside, told him 
of the mission of Lahiv and what he 
had said. Mayor Kreismann then turned 
to Lahiv and heard from him what he 
had already said to the secretary. He 
was -told in addition that there was 
much dissatisfaction in the Republican 
City Committee because members of 
that. party were not appointed to places 
by the Mayor and that the Council 
would not approve any Democratic ap- 
pointments, aiso that there were a lot 
of Democrats holding -city hall jobs 
that should be ousted to make room for 
Republicans. 

After hearing what Lahiv had to say, 
Mayor Kreismanr made the reply quot- 
ed and walked away. 

Before telling nis mission in the May- 
or’s office, Lahiv is said to have told 
friends in the city hall corridor that all 
appropriations would be held up until 
the Mayor met the.ideas of the Repub- 
lican City Committee in regard to ap- 
pointments. 

Three newly-elected members of the 
City Council, Julius Haller, Dr. E. .F. 
Randall and Dr. Paul R. Fletcher, said 
Thursday after the incident in the 
Mayor's office, that they had never 
talked with Lahiv on the subject of 
appointments and knew of no move in 
the Council to combat the Mayer_in the 
wey of holding up his appointments. 

Lahiv Denies Report. 

John J. Lahfv, when asked about the 
inciuent, vigorously denied several state- 
ments made by Secretary Burkham, who 
gave the story to reporters. 

‘There is nothing to this story of my 

issuing an ultimatum,” the said. ‘‘I 
have nothing to do with the Council. 
is the Council that confirms the ap- 
pointments. I called at the Mayor's of- 
fice to talk with him about some ap- 
pointments in my own ward and asked 
him if he would meet a committee from 
the Council Friday afternoon. He inti- 
mated that he would, but did not care 
to discuss appointments with them. 
‘ “IT sald nothing about holding up‘ ap- 
propriations and made no attack on 
the reappointment of Travilla. Burkham 
spoke of him and I remarked that Tra- 
villa was a Democrat and that I was 
a Republican, that is far as the talk 
about Travilla went. ‘ 

“I dropped in to see about that com- 
mittee for Friday in the interests of 
harmony. No committee has been ap- 
pointed, but it had been suggested to 
me to see the Mayor and see if he 
would receive one, go things could be 
talked over.”’

Gets Delegate Eilers’ Promise 
to Offer Ordinance Against 
Feminine Weapon. 


An _anti-hatpin bill will be introduced 
early in the session of the new Munici- 
pal Assembly by Delegate Roy Ellers of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward.

Dougherty called at Eilers’ office 
some time ago, his cheek and temple 
swollen’ and discolored, and told Bilers 
that he had just recovered, sufficiently 
to leave his room, from the effects of a 
hatpin accident, 

“A lady jn my car was looking out 
of the wirfdow when I approached her 
te collect her fare,” said Dougherty,

and jerked her head toward me. Her 
hatpin, which was projecting. several 
inunes from her hat, pierced my cheek, 
just missing my eye. ‘Blood poisoning 
resulted, and I have had a serious and 
costly illness.”’ 

Dougherty ‘then showed Eilers a copy 
of the Chicago anti-hatpin ordinance, 
and asked if such an ordinance could 
not be passed in St. Louis. Eilers prom- 
ised to introduce such a measure. When 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday Eilers would not express an 
opinion as to the prospect for passing 
the bill.

Measure Aims Particularly at the 
Arbitrary Charged in 
St. Louis. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April i3.—Gev. 
Hadley today approved House bil! 675, 
introduced by Hull of Platte County, 
which gives to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners power to compel eXpress com- 
panies to deliver parcels and packages 
free within the corporate limits of all 
cities having a population of more than 
1000. 

This measure was drafted by Attur- 
ney-Genera! Major and his assistant, 
John M. Atkinson, and grew out of the 
attempt of the Railroad Commission to 
compel express compenies to axtend 
their zone of free delivery in St. !uouls. 
The express companies deliver within a 
circumscribed area in St. Louls and 
charge for delivering packages outside 
of this territory. 

The commission undertook, upon com- 
plaint of business men of North and 
South St. Louis to compel the express 
companies to extend their zone of free 
delivery. The order of the board was 
resisted and after a hearing the effort 
failed. This bill rewrites and strength- 
ens the law giving to the commission 
supervision over express companies, 
and, in addition, provides for free de- 
livery in cities of over 1000. 

The Governor also signed a bil] by 
Warner of St. Louis simplifying and 
amending the law relating to the as- 
sessment of merchants and manufac- 
turers. 

This bill empowers the Licenss Com- 
mission to perform the same duties for 
St. Louis that are performed by the As- 
sessor, Clerk and Collector of any 
county. The measure provides for & 
board for merchants and manufactur- 
ers’ tax equalization, whose duties are 
the same as those of county boards.

GHURGH PLAN 10 
UENTRALIZE WORK 


Leader of Men and Religion 
Movement Says’ Rector’s 
Criticism-Is First. 

To organize and centralize the work 
of. all Christian churches just as great 
modern businesses are centralized, is 
the purpose of the Men and Religion 
Movement, according to James G. Can- 
non, chairman of the executive commit- 
tee. Regarding the criticism made by 
the Rev. A. A. V. Binnifigton, rector of 
the Episcopal Church of the Ascension, 
upon certain phases of the movement, 
in his last Sunday's sermon,. Cannon 
said that it was the first complaint of 





any pulpit in the country. 

“That was what made the Rev. Rr. 
Binnington’s remarks so startling,”’ sail 
Mr. Cannon to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday. No other ministers—and our 
active workers include many in this 
man’s own church—have ever hesitated 
to applaud the Forward Movement. The 
pastor in. this case presents no. argu- 
sment to be answered, either. He makes 
*the alleged unorthodoxy of some of the 
ministers in the movement his only clear 
objection. 

Too Broad for Creed. 

“To that I will say that the purposes 
ef the movement are so much broader 
than questions of orthodoxy or creed, 
and considers them so little, that this 
complaint doesnot strike squarely. The 
movement takes in all churches: as far 
as. creeds Fe the lion and the lamb lie 
down togeth er.”’ 

Cannon, who is chairman of the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the move- 
ment, with 97 members elected from all 
over the.country, has the highest posi- 
| tion its organization can furnish. Be- 
sides this central committee, he said, 
the plan calls for a committee of 100 in 
every large city, which will direct the 
cperations there and appoint smaller 
committees for the counties and towns 
outside. Thus, working through the 
cities, it is hoped that every church in 
the nation may b® reached in a few 
months. ‘ 

When' asked how the movement start- 
ed, Cannon replied that it was ‘‘dis- 
covered” in a convention called by the 
Religious Work Department of the In- 
ternational Committee of the Y. M. C. 
A. to formulate plans to interest men 
in church work. 

“We found that all the churches rep- 
resented at that convention had been 
thinking of just such a plan as this,”’ he 
said, ‘‘so, you see, we were united, right 
from the first. 

Pian of Work Outlined. 

“What the Men and Religion move- 
ment stands for is this: A plan for 
sending a message of four parts to 
all the Christian men -of North Amer- 
ica. The four parts of it are these: 

“1. That the thing which Chris- 
tianity is under obligation to do in 
the life of America is a thing great 
enough, real enough and imperative 
enough to justify real earnestness 
about it. Let the men quit dawdling. 
“2. That the church's task de. 
serves intelligent and painstaking at- 
tention to develop new methods to 
meet new conditions. No man on 
earth can run a big business without 
studying it everlastingly to see 
where changes will bring in greater 
efficiency. The church is worth just 
the same kind of thought. Following 
an old-fashioned routine grind just 
becatise the church's men are too lazy 
to study out better and broader ways 
of doing things is inexcusable. 

"3. That the task of the church is 
big enough and varied enough to use 
all sorts of talents and all kinds of 
true men. There is somewhere in the 
multiple details of the job one thing 
which each particular church man 
can do better than anyone else. Let 
him get at it.

Champagne Bottles Demolished,

France, April 13.—Despite the fact that 
the Department of Marne is a vast 
armed camp with infantrymen and dra- 
goons bivouacked throughout the night 
at almost every village in the cham- 


pagne district, rioting broke out anew 
today, and the flame of anger and ven- 
geance continues to sweep the grape- 
growing region. 

At Vinay the rioters hastily threw up 
Wwarricades with barrels, cases and debris 
of all sorts, and succeeded in holding 
back the advancing troops while anoth- 
er troop of manifestants armed with 
torches entered the vast champagne 
depot. . 

Break ‘Champagne Bottles. 

The mob smashed all the bottles of 
champagne they could find, wrecked 
the wine presses and then set fire to 
the buildings. 

Women were foremost in the work of 
destruction, chanting snatches of revo- 
lutionary airs and urging on the men. 
When the “troops reached Vinay the 
women lay down on the roads and defied 
the cavalry to ride over them. Even- 
‘tually the troops succeeded in getting 
control of the situation and dispersed 
the manifestants. . 

At: dawn many places in the wine- 
growing district showed the horizon 
darkened by the smoking ruins of wine 
depots burned during the night. At the 
same time exploding detonators sum- 
moned additional wine growers to the 
different rallying points for the purpose 
of resuming their march of destruction. 

Say Leaders Are Criminals. 

The Government officials claim 

that the sacking and burning of wine 
property is being led by criminal ele- 
ments which are flocking into this 
region from other districts. 
The Public Prosecutor, at daylight 
this morning, proceeded to Ay, where 
a conflagration started by incendi- 
aries threatened for a time last night 
to destroy the entire village, and 
made 20 arrests among the ringlead- 
ers of the manifestants.

From a body of 16 women 
Mrs. Mackay has built up a member- 
ship of 678, inclusive of many men finan- 
professionally and_ politically 
Mrs. Mackay simply puts 
forward her present inability to fulfill 
the duties of president, and retains her 
membership and her place on the board. 
Mrs. Mackay was the first New York 
society woman to step into the ranks 
of the vote seekers. In the early days 
of her Equal Franchise Society, she 
opened her house for meetings to put 
the members in touch with the history 
of the movement. in two years Mrs. 
Mackay’s example had dissolved popular 
prejudice to a marked degree and the 
vote-for-women became one of the strik- 
ing issues of the day. 

Throughout a recent illness the presi- 
dent of the Equal Franchise Society 
dictated to her secretary for hours at 
a time while she lay in bed that the 
business of the society might not be 
retarded.

Harry B. Gardner, father of one of the 
youths, Wednesday, in Judge Taylor's 
court, of a charge of subornation of per- 
jury. 

Leo Gardner, his son, was convicted 
two weeks ago of manslaughter and was 
fired $500. There remain perjury indict- 
ments against George P. Bohn, one of 
young Gardner's companions on the 
ride, and Herbert Piper... The Piper in- 
dictment .was found Through an error 
and will be dropped; as it is expected the 
Bohn thdictmefit will -be because of 
Bohn’s ¢@estimony against Harry B. 
Gardner in the subornation case. 

Policeman Acquitted. 

Jacob Reinwald, a policeman walking 
a beat near the Gardner home, was also 
indicted for perjury, but was acquitted. 

The elder Gardner’s acquittal followed 
a 12-minute consideration by the jury 
of arguments and evidence which had 
been taken during a.three days’ trial. 
The ‘evidence was completed late 
Wednesday afternoon, and Judge Tay- 
lor gave his instructions to the jury. 
He instructed the jury that to 
convict it must. find that. George 
-P. Bohn testified falsely before 
the grand jury that Gardner in- 
- duced him to so testify, that Gardner 
had reason to believe he -would so tes- 

tify, and that at the time Gardner in- 
Guced him to give his testimony the 
grand jury had under cons‘ceration an 
investigation of the killing of Jesse 
Williams. 

The evidence introduced was largely 
covering a period before the grand jury 
investigation was begun. The State did 
not show the exact day Gardner was al- 
~leged to have instructed George Bohn 
‘what his testimony would be, but Bohn 
testified that on the day Gardner took 
him to the grand jury room Gardner 
_ told him to stick to the story they had 
. agreed on. 

Said He Had Instructions. 

George .Bohn testified positively that 
_ Gardner ‘had told him what to say be- 

fore the grand jury. ‘Mrs. Narcissa Cor- 
nelius, mother of Géorge B. Cornelius, 
& youth who was in the joyriding party, 
told that she heard Gardner giving 
Bohn his. instructions and young Cor- 
nélius testified: to similar instructions 
having been given him by Gardner. 

Gardner, Leo Gardner,- Miss Reba 
Gardner and Mrs. Jenelle Forgey testi- 
fied for the defense; denying the testt- 
mony of the State. The defense was 
that the young men in the party had 
decided among themselves what would 
be their testimony and that Gardner 
was not in the city at the time. .

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| WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

We hope that Mayor Kreismann’s optimism 
with regard to the hastily drawn safeguards 
against the bad features of the Southern Traction 
bill is not excessive. We have little confidence 
in safeguards patched over dangerous and im- 
proper grants. They are risky protective bul- 
warks. Se 

It is amazing that the Mayor, recognizing that 
there are bad features full of menace to the city 
in the measure, should havé signed it when a 
néw measure properly drawn for the protection. of 
public rights and interests could have been passed. 
There was no hurry, except in the minds. of the 
promoters and lobbyists of the bill; who feared 
that delay might deprive them of the great privi- 
leges secured in the hasty draft and thus cut off 
some of their spoils. But without injury to any 
public interest a new bill embracing all the pro- 
visions needed for the protection of the city could 
have been carefully framed and passed. 

The way in which this measure was jammed 
through in the closing days of the life of the late 
Municipa] Assembly illustrates the-wrong method 
of franchise legislation. Instead of being drawn 
in the interest of the promoters, the bill should 
have been drawn originally in the interest of the 
public. It should have been submitted for criti- 
cism, recommendation and revision to the Public 
Servicé Commission, which was created by law to 
sipervise the regulating of publie utility corpora- 
tions and.to advise municipal officers on all mat- 
ters pertaining to public utility. legislation. The 
worse feature—the act which subjects them to 
justified condemnation—is that neither the Mayor 
nor either branch of the Municipal Assembly 
sought counsel and aid, in judging the character 
of the Southern Traction franchise, from the body 
legally created and authorized to advise them. 

More in sorrow than in anger, the Post-Dis- 
patch begs to remind the Central ‘Trades and 
Labor Union and other organizations and indi- 
viduals opposing the bill, that the adoption of the 
new charter’ would have made the success of this 
and other franchise grabs impossible. Jep. Howe, 
who was accused of framing the charter to help 
the franchise interests, is significantly the first 
man to profit by its defeat. If other franchise 
grabs and deals are put over under ‘the present 
charter the, people can judge how much they lost 
Ly .defeating an instrument which would have

As this report is based on official authority for 
both countries, it is said that weekly wages are 
higher in the United States in the ratio of 23 to 
10. As our Census Bulletin 57 gives the last’ of- 
ficial summary of wages in American manufac- 
tures on its first page, the 5,470,000 personhs then 
reported on received ah average yearly wage of 
not quite $480. This is less than $10 a week. If, 
England has cut below this standard, as is now’ 
reported, it is enough to explain the spirit of re-

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ABC OF THE ALDRICH FINANCIAL PLAN. 
BY ‘Cc. H,. HUTTIG, 


The general stoek of money in the United States 
consists approximately of $1,730,000,000 in gold 
and gold certificates; $721,000,000 in silver and sil- 
ver certificates; $726,000,000 national bank notes 
and $346,000,000 United States notes or greenbacks, 
making the total volume about $3,500,000,000. 
There-are several criticisms to be lodged against 
our present monetary system, the most important 
one being that our volume of money does not 
expand and contract to conform with the require- 
ments of business and crop-moving demands. It 
is rigid and inflexible, and in times of great pros- 
perity when the prices of securities and commodi- 
ties are high and the turnover of goods is very 
active, there is an expansion of credits which is 
out of safe proportion to the volume of money, 
and this condition manifests itself in high interest 
rates, a scarcity of loanable funds, and a lack of 
investment capital. In Canada, for instance, an 
unusual demand-for money and credits is met by 
an expansion in the volume of Canadian bank-note 
issues, and the fluctuations in the volume of 
money in that country for 12 months amount ‘to 
about 35 per cent. In other words, in Canada as 
well as in other leading civilized nations of the 
world, the supply of money nicely adjusts itself -» 
the requirements of business, whereas in the 
United States, because of the non-elasticity of our 
currency, business must conform to the volume of 
money. ’ 

It is now proposed by the Aldrich plan to create 
a reserve association with headquarters at Wash- 
ington, D..C., with a capital of approximately 
$200,000,000, the shares, of which are to be owned 
by national banks of the United States, limiting 
the interest of any bank in the central institu; 
tion, however, to an amount equal to 20 per cent 
of the paid-in capital of the subscribing bank. It 
is further stipulated that the United States shall 
be divided into 15 districts and a branch of the 
reserve association located _in each district. The 
Board of Directors of the association shall consist 
of 45 in number, of which six are to be ex-officio 
members, namely,.the governor of the reserve as- 
sociation, two @eputy-governors, the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor, and the Comptroller of the Currency. Fifteen 
of the board are to be elected by the Board of 
Directors of each branch of the reserve associa- 
tion, and 12 more to be elected by the ,banks em- 
braced in those districts. The board as thus con- 
stituted shall select 12 additiohal, mémbers, who 
shall fairly represent the commercial, industrial 
and agricultural interests of the country, and shall 
not be officers of banks. It wll be this body 
which will control the affairs and the destiny of 
this great central financial institution. It will be 
observed that the various sections of the United 
States will be represented’ on the Board of Di- 
rectors, based on the banking capital of the dif- 
ferent localities. In this way it is confidently be- 
lieved that neither politics or the so-called Wall 
street control can ever gain a foothold—in fact, 
the very functions of the bank and the: limita- 
tions placed on“its dividends’ to shareholders 
‘(which are 5 per cent) would preclude the in- 
cehitive for control. There is a further safeguard 
in the fact that the holding of shares by any one 
interest is limited as above ind'‘cated to 20 per 
cent of a subscribing bank's capital. The privi- 
leges and advantages of the reserve association 
shall be equally extended to every national bank 
which becomes identified with the association in 
the above referred to manner. 

This central association shall be the depository 
for’'the Government of the United States and all 
disbursements by the Government shall be made 
through it. Moneys deposited by national banks 
with it shall be treated as legal reserve for such 
depositing banks the same as the cash in the 
bank’s vaults. The reserve association will re- 
discount notes and bills of exchange arising out 
of commercial transactions for its.customers, and 
x proceeds of such discounts will be either 
passed to the credit of the borrower on its books 
or the reserve association’s notes in denominations 
of $5 and upwards will be given in settlement at 
the option of the borrower. By this operation the 
desired elasticity in our money and credits is se- 
cured. The reserve association will bé permitted 
to issue its notes undef certain reasonable limita- 
tions and restrictions as to quantity, and based on 
security of one-third gold and two-thirds commer- 
cial notes. 

The plan is a combination of the central bank of 
Europe and the Clearing House Association sys- 
tem of this country, and a careful study of it de- 
velops the fact that it fs well adapted to meet the 
diversified démands of our people.

Kate Douglas Wiggin Emphasizes the Value of Ideals in 
’ the Doing of the World’s Tasks. An Interview 
| for the Post-Dispatch.

ATE DOUGLAS WIGGIN, whom 

one cals Mrs. Riggs when one 

K. goes to see her in her home does 

not believe that every one may 

have a first-class brain, but ‘education, 

industrious application, will, I am sure, 

convert a third-class brain into a sec- 

ond-class one. I do not know whether it 
will do much more. 

“However there is one comfort. 

“Out of the heart come the real issues 
of life.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The first, big 
legal contest arising out of the pas- 
sage of the pure food and drug act of 
1906 had the right-of-way today in the 
United States Supreme Court. The Gov- 


ernment was making a last offort to 
sustain its claim to the right to prose- 
cute criminally persons who labeled 
drugs or medicines with false state- 
ments about their curative properties. 

The point arose in the United States 
District Court in Missouri, 
where an indictment against O. A. John- 
son was quashed on the ground that 
the act did not apply to false state- 
ments about .the curative properties of 
drugs, but only to false statements re- 
garding the ingredients. Dr. Johnson 
was charged with having shipped in 
interstate commerce drugs’ which he 
Stated would cure cancer, but which 
the Government claims “were entirely 
ineffective and worthless for that pur- 
purpose.”’ 

It is claimed on behalf of Johnson 
that, if the law is ‘to be interpreted 
as forbidding a statement. about the 
curative property of drugs, the act is 
unconstitutional. Such statements are 
defended as mere forecasts concerning 
future events. Denial is made that, they 
should be regarded as statements of 
facts. 

Physjcians throughout the country 
would be in extreme peril, Johnson’s 
attorneys declare, and would hazard the 
risk of criminal prosecution by giving 
any written’ opinion to their patients 
or any explanation on a prescription 
as to what it was intended to accom- 
plish, where it should become a matter 
of interstate transportation, if the in- 
dictment against Johnson were allowed

MEDICAL RESEARCH 


James A. Patten, Whuse Brother 
Died of Consumption Seeks 


Cure for Disease. 


CHICAGO, April 12.—James A. Pat- 
ten, erstwhile manipulator on an un- 
limited scale of corn, wheat and cot- 
ton, has been won over to the Car- 
| negie way of thinking about money. 
Mr. Patten has declared that “a man 
should dispose of great wealth for 
the benefit of the communty.”: Mr. 
Patten has about 49 millions of dol- 
lars. He has no children. He has 
just given a half million dollars for 
the establishment of a medical re- 
search into consumption. It is said 
he has given a total of $2,000,000 in 
the last six months. 

He conceals his gifts if it is possi- 
ble. He gave a large sum for the 
protection and education of neglected 
children, he provided a public park 
for Evanston, gave large sums to the 
Evanston Hospital, and the Young 
Men's Christian Association. The 
death of his brother, George, from 
consumption has aroused a desire in 
him to curb or kill the disease if pos- 
sible. His research establishment is 
under the charge of Dean Edwards 
of the Northwestern University and 
is endowed. He expects to widen its 
scope and press the work until some 
cure for the white plague is found. 


3 COTTON BROKERS

Guilty of Using Mails to De- 
fraud Through Bills of 


Lading. 


ABERDEEN, Miss., April 15.—Judge H. 
C. Miles, in the Federal District Court 
here today, sentenced J. H. Miller, who 
was found guilty of fraudulently us- 
ing the mails, to seven years in prison 
and to pay a fine of $11,000. 

L. C. Steele and C. Hh. G. Linde, who 
accepted a verdict of guilty on the 
same charge, were sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of §$10,- 
000 each. 

The men were. members of the cotton 
firm of Steele, Miller & Co. of Corinth, 
Miss., which failed several months ago. 
It was charged at the time of the fail- 
ure that bogus bills of lading amounting 
to millions of dollars had been issued 
by the firm. 

Indictments were found against Miller, 
Steele and Linde, charging that fraud- 
ulent bills of lafling were sent through 
the United States mail. The men were 
placed on trial here last week.

Bookkeeper in Noonan Realty 
Bankruptcy Case Says Books 
Wouldn’t Balance. 


WERE OUT, UP AND DOWN 





Counsel for Creditors Says That 
He Has Found Only $1000 
of Good Asséts. 


Testifying before Referee Coles in the 


proceedings against . the 


Estate and Investment 
Co., Wednesday afternoon, D. Graf, 


who was the company’s bookkeeper, 
said that an entry showing the com- 
pany had a cash balance of $40,000 
was carried on the books, although, in 
fact, the company had no such bal- 
ance. 

Attorney Thomas 8S. McPheeters. 
counsel for creditors, asked Graf !f he 
ever changed the entries in the books. 
He first answered that he had not, but 
later qualified this reply, saying: 
I did I don’t remember it.’’ 

‘‘Where is the cash book of the com- 
pany for the period between. the fall 
of 1908 to the spring of 1910?’ asked 
McPheeters. 

.“T don’t know,” replied Graf. 
ought to havé been in the office.” 

Question by Referee. 

“Didn’t the books show a cash bal- 
ance of $40,000 all the time? . Was there 
such a balance?” 

'“T don’t know. I only handled mon- 
ey the last year I was there.”’ 

Before another question could be 
asked, Graf added: “I know there was no 
such balance while I was there.” 

‘“‘Was that money in bank?’ 

“No.” 7 

Here Referee Coles asked the wit- 
ness: “Why did you keep on enter- 
ing that balance if it didn’t exist?” 

“I can’t say,’’ replied Graf. 

. Books Never Balanced, 

“Well, that is a peculiar way. to keep 
books. Did you make a trial balance 
every month?” 

“Yes, but the books never balanced.”’ 

‘Then, why did you continue to make 
trial balances?’’ 

“IT was trying to get them to balance.”’ 

“How much were they out of bal- 
ance?’ asked McPheeters. 

“Well, aside from the $40,000 they were 
out about $250 every month. The amount 
varied.”’ 

McPheeters showed the witness the 
last trial balance, showing that the 
books were out between $2500 and $3000, 

“Well, it varied up and down,” said 
Graf. - 

“Did you ever change the bdoks at the 
request of E. M. Reardon, secretary and 
treasurer of the maa, grea bel 

“I can’t recall.’’ 


' With Comenae 15 Years, 
@ “Didn't you change an entry from 
E. M. Reardon to Mary Leahy?” 

“I don’t think I did.’ 

McPheeters showed the witness 
a ledger in which the words “Now 
Mrs. Leahy” were written after E. 
M. Reardon’s name at the head of 
the account. 

“Mr. Reardon asked me to writs 
that in,” said Graf. “I didn’t change 
any of the accounts, though.” 

E. M. Reardon took the witness 
stand. 

“What do you know about the 
$40,000 which was carried on the 
company’s cash account?” he was 
asked. 

“I was with the company 15 years 
and it was alWays carried as cash 
on hand,” he replied. 


Ownership of Property. 

“Did you ever inquire about it?’ 

“T asked R. M. Noonan, president of 
the company, but he gave me no an- 
swer. I always supposed it represented 
money which he had invested. The 
company never had more than $5000 in 
bank. I think the trouble was that 
Noonan credited the money to his own 
account, but when he drew money from 
the company he failed to have it 
charged against him.’’ 

Reardon identified notes for money 
which Noonan personally borrowed 
from the National Bank of Commerce. 
When Noonan failed to meet them the 
renewal notes were signed by the 
Noonan Real Estate and Investment 
Co.
